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REPORT 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


FELLOW CITIZENS OF FREMONT: 
The following Report is very respectfully submitted: 

Having due regard for the different degrees of success and progress, 
of qualities and abilities to instruct and to receive instruction, I think 1 
can honestly say that all our schools for the past year have been success- 
ful. 

When we examine a delicate and wonderful piece of machinery, we 
say the inventor is a genius, a man of rare attainments, in fact he is a 
successful man; so with the wealthy merchant, the able jurist, the skill- 
ed physician, through all the ranks of life, even down to the humble 
day laborer, with his vine-clad cottage and happy family. 

The school room is a miniature world, as illustrative, instructive, en- 
nobling, or degrading as the mature. We find in degree the same hopes 
or fears, triumphs or disappointments, ambitious aspirations or grovel- 
ing ideas, through the whole conceptions and results of the mind, in the 
young school life as in after years. Applying this train of thought we 
cannot in justice take a high, exalted standard of excellence, either in 
any of the pursuits of life, or morally, and measure all mankind by it; 
say to those that do not attain it your life is a failure ! 

So with our teachers, schools, and scholars; I do not feel like con- 
demning ifsome do not succed as well as others; I often think those 
that show the least results deserve the most praise; a thorough, practi- 
tical knowledge of a little, is better than much superficially learned. 

To sum the matter up, our teachers have been all diligent, honest 
workers, according to their ability to work; they seemed to love their 
calling, understood their duties, and did not shirk them; consequently 
our schools have had life, action, and energy in its daily pulsations; im- 
provement and progress is the reward. 

One great drawback to the teacher is the want of interest in the pu- 
pil; this once awakened and kept alive, all is gained; oftenthe young do 
not properly appreciate their opportunities, or realize how many great pri- 
zes in life are within their reach, if they only make proper efforts to secure 
them. Nothing can hinder the energy of a determined mind; educa- 
tion is possible to all who have average ability and the inclination; one

if 


of the sturdiest miaded and learned men of recent times, though his 
‘chool edueation was very mougre, said of himself: “In looking back 
upon my youth, I see, methinks, a wild fruit tree, rich in leaf and blos- 
som, and it is mortifying enough to mark how very few of the blossoms ~ 
have set, and how diminutive and imperfectly formed the fruit is into 
which even the productive few have been developed. <A right use of 
the opportunities of instruction afforded me in early youth would have 
made me a scholar ere my twenty-fifth year, and have saved to me at 
least ten of the best years of life; years which were spent in obscure 
and humble occupations. But while my story must serve to show the 
evils which result from truant carelessness in boyhood, and that what _ 
was sport to the young lad may assume the form of serious misfortune 
to the man; it may also serve to show, that much may be done by af- 
_ ter diligence, to retrieve an early error of this kind; that life itself is a 
school, and Nature always a fresh study; and that the man who keeps 
his eyes and his mind open will always find fitting, though, it may be, 
hard school-masters, to speed him on in his life-long education.” With 
this glowing picture of an earnest life in our mind, should we turn and 
comtemplate the wreck that end the career of so many. We can say 
with the poet, 
‘* For all sad words, of tongue or pen, 


The saddest are, ‘ It might have been.’ ” . 


This nineteenth century has greater demands from all of us than did 
the preceding ones for our forefathers; every department of learning, 
and all the different pursuits of life have advanced; the field of knowl- 
edge, science, trade, invention, and labor, has vastly extended. If the 
pyramid has grown higher, the ascent more difficult, and the obstacles 
to overcome greater, yet when the summit is reached a wider prospect 
greets the vision; the reward keeps pace with the increased efforts. 
Success in life depends more and more upon the mind; the demand of 
the age is an educated mind to direct the labor of the hands; in other 
words, skilled labor; and such can command their own price in the mar- 
ket; we have ministers, factory agents, &c., receiving larger salaries than 
the President. All our hopes of the future are centered in the throngs 
of children that gather in our school-houses; their plastic minds are ea- 
sily influenced for good good or evil; our duty to them is to give the - 
right encouragement and example at home, and secure, if possible, the | 
same watchful care and love in those that have charge of the school- 
room. .
